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THE RIGHT NAME. 


Editcr Washington Bee : 
Sir : 

I read, with much interest, your 
friendly criticism on a recent arti- 
cle, on the ‘‘race question,” which 
appeared in the Advocate, over my 
abe I feel flattered that my 
hamble effort was deemed worthy 
of comment by the educators of the 
race. Believing that our desires 
tor the success of the Negro race 
are mutual, and believing that a 
friendly exchange of ideas on sub- 

of great import, is necessary 
to the intelligent disentangle- 
ment of the intricacies that sur- 


round them, I beg permission to 


reply through the columns of your 


careful perusal of the 
mattercontained in your editorial, 
lam convinced that the difference 
of opinion between us is only imag- 
inary, both as relates to the cause 
of our condition, and the remedy. 
The trouble lies in the fact that we 
are making our observations from 
different'angies of incidence ; and 
hence we are giving different names 
to thé qualities perceived, just as 
they receive coloring from our op- 
posite positions. 

I quete frem your editorial as 
follows: First, ‘‘Mr. Jackson says 
that the race pride is charitable. 
If so, that very fact will argue 
against its farther developement ; 
for weare only too charitable al. 
ready.” This is a shrewd transpo- 
sition of this element (charity) 
from ite intended application. | 
desired to be understood that the 
Negro is wanting in eharity to his 
own race. But you assert that his 
excess of charity (to the superior 
race of course) is the cause of his 
condition ; that ‘‘it is the absence 
of the spirit of retaliation that forms 
the inducement to the whites to 
manifest the spirit of intolerance 
&ec.” I consider this part of your 
argument illogical. The element 
which you call ‘“‘charity,” is simply 
submissiveness engendered by the 
conciousness of our weakness. It 
wefuse the word ‘charity,’ to ex- 
press a principal of the sensibility, 
it means a disposition to think ta 
vorably of others. Now, We can 
not intelligently conclude that the 
Negroés (as a race) think favora- 
bly of their oppressors; if so, wh) 
this restiveness, and continua. ask- 
ing for justice? Nosir! its is sim. 
ply sabinission until some means 
can be found to extricate the race 
from itsthralldom. Second, “Mr. 
Jackson claims that race pride is 
sympathetic. If s0, we would ol:ject 
to ittor the same reasons, we are 
too sympathetic already. We ob 
ject to these two elemenvts because 
they can not beconfined to race, 
color or condition.” Sympathy is 
that principle of our sensibility 
which leads us toincrease the joys, 
and relieve the dic tiesses of otbers. 
Sympathy is voluntary; it comes 
by the act of choice, hence it cap 
be made sectional or universal ; it 
can be confined to individuals, raves 
or conditions ; it admits of ircrease 
or decrease; it can be changed 
from one subject, to another, as 

ily as the will designates the 
‘objects of choice... 

Third, “Race pride, is a pride ip 
the characteristics or achievements 
of a certain race.” Admitting 
your theory to be correct, a race 
that has not immortalized itself by 
some grand historical achievement, 
can have no race pride. Seven 
hundred and fifty-three B. C. a 
small colony of Latins sent vut from 
the city of Alba Longa, as an out 
post against the Etraseans, bivou- 
aced on the present site of Rome, 
in Italy. There was nothing re- 
markable about that. Ooe Romnu- 
lus built a hut, and then proceed- 
ed by the assistance of his compan- 
ions, to build a wall (probably of 
logs andmud) as a protection 
against the enewy. There was noth- 
ing remarkable about that. More 
buts were built iu the enclosure, 
and in honor of the first builder, 
they called the ranch Kome, and 
its inhabitants Romans. From that 
time forth, antal the fall of the Ro- 
man Empire, it was considered a 
greater honor to be a Roman, than 
to be a king. This was race pride 
preceding the achivements of the 
race. The same may be said of the 
Indian race. No race possesses 
more pride, or stronger tribal sym- 

thies than thisrace; yet the race 
has achieved notbing, unless you 
call the rapid extinction of the race 
by the whites, an achievement. | 

Fourth, “Then we have union, 
when we organize under intelligent 
direction, when we support our 
own institutions, we will then be 
able to open, to build a foundation 
and superstructure which may well 
form the basis out of which may 

wa commendable race pride.” 
You have my hand on that; such a 
‘consummation is devoutly to be 
wished.’ But which is the most 
direct route to reach such condi- 
tion? Your theory is, that we 


want a “community of interests.” | 


I do not see that our theories di- 
verge in the least. Weall acknowl- 
edge that a community of interests 
is the remedy; but the question is, 
by what means is this consumma- 
tion tobe obtained? Is it better 
for us to be distributed promisca- 


ously over the states and territo- 
ries, where the interests of each 
section will be governal by its own 
political environments? Or could 
we not reach the goal sooner if the 
interest of one, was made the inter- 
est of the whole by race concentra- 
tration? The race to day, has one 
million children in school; it has 
over eighty news papers: sixteen 
thousands school teachers; fifteen 
thousand colored students in high 
schools and colleges; it owns six 
hundred and eighty thousand acres 
of land in Georgia, and four millions 
three hundred and twenty thousand 
acres in the other southero states, 
and has only one representative in 
Congress, no heads of departments, 
no Cabinet officer, no foreign minis- 
ters (except to black Republics 
not wanted by white men) and no 
Post Officers. Does it not strike 
you that wearetoo much scattered ? 
We have no prestige. With all of 
this wealth and intelligence we 
have made little advancement asa 
race. Advancement means influ- 
ence. Ishball still call my ‘“fiod,” 
‘race pride;”’ at least until some 
specialist, after through scientific 
research shall find that it belongs 
toa different “species.” I bope 
you will take no offense if I pre- 
sume to disagree with you iu re- 
gard to what constitutes race pride. 
The achievements of a race are on- 
ly the monuments that mark its 
progress in the march of civiliza- 
tion; and without race pride, race 
charity, race sympathy and race 
concentration to begin with, that 
race will have no monuments. Bat 
you say that the race pride of 
which we hear so much, is only a 
‘‘something” which no body thas 
been able to define. You think it 
a species of ignesfatui that leads 
would-be race reformers deeper in- 
to the marsh oferror. You want 
something tangible, something 
tbat the mind can apprehend. I 
ask you can the mind apprebend 
any principle, or quality, contained 
in its own complex phenomena? 
Pride is an attribute of the sensibil- 
ity and is jast as taugibleas any 
Other quality. An eminent author- 
ity on Mental Philosophy says that 
‘*Pride is the subjection of the will 
to the control of the desire of es- 
teem, or love of power, or both 
united.”* This is the spirit that I 
wish to see manifested by the Ne- 
gro to his race. In conclusion, 
permit to say, that l am neither 
seeking notoriety nor leadership ; 
[am a farmer (or clod hopper if 
you please) by birth, education 
and profession. 

Unlike Lucius Quaintius Cinein- 
natus, I could noc be induced to 
desert the plow toassume the die- 
tatorship of arace;at least, not 
while those of my race who possess 
Superior qualifications, may be 
counted by thousands. While I 
meekly ben. the knee to superior 
intelligence, and must éver fill an 
humble sphere in the building of 
that grand “superstructure” you tell 
us of ; 1 acknowledge no mau as my 
superior in ardent desire forthe 
early disinthrallment of my race. 
In our discussions, let us divest 
our argument of all ambiguity ; 
letus call things by their plainest 
names ; and if we perceive a fungus 
growth upon our body politic, ap- 
ply the knife of censure and cut it 
out. Let us use fewer hyhotbeses 
aud more truths. 

If we are in earnest, if we are un- 
selfish, if we are not hypocrits, and 
are positively seeking the govel of 
the whole race, we will examine 
ourselves individually and correct 
whatever we find amiss.
